AMERICANISMS, 

Mesers. Editors.—I observed in your paper of 
fast Saturday some remarke on an article of 
the above title, in Dr. Leiber’s Encyclopedia 
Americana, in which I agree with you, that the 
danger apprehended by the Doctor is chimer- 
ical. Improvements have been continually 
making in the English language for centuries. 
New words have been coined, and liberal re- 
pe ecm made upon other nations to supply any 

eficiencies that occurred. By which means it 
has become, perhaps, the most copious of any 
language in the world. Why should not Ame- 
rica contribute to the common stock? Common 
names as well as other words often grow out of 
particular local circumstances. Thus the name 
of Oxford, in England, originated from the river's 
being furdable by cattle at that place, on the 
margin of which it is situated. 

Dr. Leiber objects to the American words 
caucus and boatable. The word caucus had its 
origin as follows: a dispute occurred between a 
party of soldiers quartered at Boston and some 
rope-makers and calkers; the soldiers were 
joined by their comrades, and even by their offi- 
cers; in the scuffle that ensued, the officars were 
struck, the soldiers fued, and several persons 
were killed or wounded. In the meetings of the 
citizens of Boston, which afterwards frequently 
took place, for the purpose of concerting 
measures in opposition to the government, the 
rope-makers and calkers took an active part; 
and the royalist party, in derision, were in the 
habit of saying, ** the calkers have had a meet- 
ing,’’ or ‘*there has been another calker's 
meeting.’” Calker has been changed into 
caucus, a very significant term, in great use 
among political men in America. No single 
word in the language could supply its place. 

Boatab/e is as legitimate a word as navigable, 
which is derived from navis Latin, a slip; and 
the English not having adopted it, is proba 
bly owing to their inland water transportation 
being chiefly on canals, to which the term would 
be superfluous. Fordable is of the same class 
of words, and no more proper than boatable 

The Dr. also objects to the use of the verb 
to girdle, towhich, he says, a meaning is aflixed 
different from that of the English. The fiet is, 
we attach the same meaning, and also an 
additional one which the English have no use 
for, as they do not perforin the act eapressed by 
ut. ‘They never cut a ring through the bark end

Tux Posr-Orticn.—Iin the nest Session of 
Parliament a Bill is to be introduced, for the 
purpose of regulating the details of the centem- 
piated consolidation of the English and Irish 
post-otfice Establiiments. It ie understood 
that the Bill ia preparing under the euperintend- 
ence of Mr. Vesey Fitzgerald. The salary of 
the English Secretary is to be reduced to 1,000/. 
per annwn, and that of the Secretary residing 
in Dublin to 8001. All orders relative to the 
dotails of management, and all appomtments to 
offices, clerks, &c., are to issue from the London 
Office. Of course a discretionary power over 
the Irish provincial offices will be vested in the 
Secretary at Dublin. The clerks are not, as 
herotofore, to be stationed pormanently, but 
those in London are to be removed occasionally 
to Dublin, and wice versa, It ia proposed te 
reduce the salaries of the clerks generally; but 
no alteration in thi regard will take place with 
the present possessors, who will be superannua- 
ted, or pormited to die off. Neither will any 
change occur in the salarios of Sic Franc 
Prestna or Sir Edward Lees. One or both of 
the Trish Post-master-Generale wall be altoge- 
ther dispensed with.— Dublin Paper.
